ere pregnant examples ? he fees that the principle of Lib- 
‘erty only could create the fublime and irrefiflab!e emoti- 
on, and it is in vain to contend from the ftriking illuftration 
that our own tunes Sve given, that the principle is not in- 
ternal, and that it belongs not to the heart of man. Shall 
we then refufe to take the benefit of this invigorating prin- 
ciple ? Shall we refufe to take the benefit which the wif- 
dom of our anceftors refolved that it fhould confer on ths 
Britith conftitiitign? With the knowledge that it can be 
reinforced into our “fyflem without violeace, without dif- 
turbing any one of its parts, are we become fo inert, fo 
ftupid, as to hefitate fot one hour to reftore ourfelves to the 
health which it would be fure to give? When we fee che 
giant power that it confe-s upon others, we ought not to 
withhold it from Great Britain. How long is it fince wey 
were told in this houfe that France wasa blank in the map 
of Europe, and that fhe lay an eafy prey to any power that 
might be difpofed todivide and plunder her? Yet we fee 
‘by the mere force and fpirit of this principle, France has 
brought all Europe io her feet. Without difguifing the 
vices of France, without overlooking the horrors that have 
been committed, andchat have tarnifhed the glory of the 
Revolution, it cannot be denied that they have exemphifi- 
ed the doftrine, that if you wilh for power you muft 
toliberty. Ifever there was a moment when this maxim 
ought to be dear to us, it is at prefent, We have tried all 
other means, we have had recourfe to-every flratagem that 
artifice, that influence, that cunning could fuggeft, we 
have addreffed ourfelves to all the bafe paflions of the na- 
tion ; we have addrefled ourfelves to pride, to avarice, to 
fear; we have awakened ail the interefled emotions; we 
have employed every thing that flattery, every thing that 
fear, every thing that privilege could effe&t: we have tried 
to terrify ther into exertion, and all has been unequal to 
ouremergency. Let us try them by the only means which 
experience demonftrates to be invincible ; let us addrefs 
ourfelves to their love, let us identify them with ourfelves, 
fet us make it their own caufe as well as ours, to induce 
them to come forward in fupport of the flate, let us make 
them’a part of the fate, and this they become the very in- 
flant you give therm a houfe of commons that is the faithful 
organ of their will : then, fir, when you have made them 
believe and feel that there can be but one intereft .in the 
country, you will never call upon them in vain for exertion. 
-~And feeing that in one inflance they have hefitated to 
goto the full length of every outrage that was cenceived 
by the minifler ; that they have been touched by no {cru- 
ples-—deterred by no fenfe of duty—corretted by no expe- 
rience of ¢alamity—cliecked by no admonition or remon- 
firance ; that they have never made out a fingle cafe for 
enquiry—that they never have interpofed a fingle reftraint 
upon abufe, may not gentlemen coniliflently feel that the 
Reform which they previoully thought unpeceffary is now 
indifpenfible ? We have heard to-day, Sir,alt the old argu- 
ments about honour on the one fide being as likely as ho 
nour on the other; and chat there are good men on both 
fides of the houfe ; chat aman may be a member fora 
clofe borough upon the one fidg of the houfe as well as 
upon the other ; and that he may be a good man fit 
where he may : all this, Sir, is very idle language ; it is not 
the queflion at ifflue. No man difputes the exiftence of 
private and individual integrity ; but, Sir, this is not repre- 
feniation: if a man cores here as the proprietor of a burgef- 
fed tenure he does not come here as the reprefentative of 
the pcople. The whole of this fyftem, as it is now carri- 
ed on, is as outrageous to morality,as it is pernicious to juft 
government ; it gives a {candal to our charatter which not 
rerely degrades the houfe of commons in the eyes of the 
people, but it does: more, it under:nines the very principles 
of integrity in their hearts, and gives a fafhion to ditonefty 
and impolture, They hear of a perfon giving or receiv- 
ing four ot five thoufand pounds as the purchafe money 
ofa feat for a clofe borough ; and they hear the very man 
who received and put into his pocket the money, make a 
Joud and vehement fpeech in this houfe againft bribery ; 
and they fee him, perhaps, move for the commitment to 
prifon of a poor unfortunate wreteh at your bar, who has 
een convicted in taking a fingle guinea for his vote in the 
very borough perhaps were he had publi¢ly and unbluhh- 
ingly fold his influence, though that miferable guinea was 
neceffary to fave a family from flarving, under the horrors 
of a war which he had contributed to bring upon the coun- 
try. Sir,thefe are the things that paralyfe you to the heart; 
thefe are the things that vitiate the whole fyflem, that {pread 
degeneracy, hypocrity, and fordid fraud over the coun- 
‘try, and take from us the energies of virtue, and fap the 
foundations of patrioufm and public fpirit, The fyftem 
‘that encourages fo much vice ought to be an end to, 
and it is no argument that, becaufe it has lalted a long time 
without mifchief, it ought now to be continued, when it 
is found to be pernicious: it is arifen toa height that defeats 
the very endof government, it muft fink under its own 
weaknefs; and this, Sir, is not a cafe peculiar to itfelf, but 
infeparable from all human inftitutions. All! the writers of 
eminence upon forms of government have faid, that in or- 
der to preferve them, frequent recurrence mutt be had to 
their original principles. This is the opinion of Montef- 
quieu, as well as of Machiavel. Gentlemen will not be 
inclined to difpute the authority of the latter on this point 
at leaft, and he fays, without this recurrence they grow out 
of thape, and deviate from their form ; it is only by re- 
curring to former principles that any government can be 
kept pure and unabufed. But, fay gentlemen, if any 
abufes have crept into our fyftem, have we not a correftive 
whofe efficacy has been tried, and of which every body 
approves ? Have wenot Mr. Grenville’s bill as an amend- 
mentto the conflitution ? An amendment it is; an amend- 
ment which acknowledges the deficiency. It is an avowa! 
of a defettive praftice. Isisaftrong argument for a re- 
form becaufe it would not be neceflary, if the plan of the 
seprefentation were a lumping wer 5 acry if I may 
be allowed the phrafe, whick now more than ever ought ce 
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make every man a convert to parlimentary Reform, there 
is an annual revenue of twenty-three millions Rerling eollect- 
ed by the executive government fromthe people. Here, 
Sir, is the defpot of election ; here is the new powef that 
has grown up to magnitude ; that bears down before it 
every defenfive barrier eftablifhed by our ancefors for the 
protection of the people. They had no fuch tyrant to 
controul—they had ne fuch enemy to oppofe. Againit 
every thing which was known, againft every thing that was 
feen, they did provide, but it did notenter into the con- 
templation of thofe who eftablifhed the checks and barriers 
of our fyfiem, that they would ever have to ftand againft a 
revenueof twenty-three millions a year. The whole Jand- 
ed rental of the kingdom is not eftimated at more than 
twenty-five millions a year, and this reatal is divided and 
and difperfed over a large body who cannot be feppolee 
to actin concert, or to give to their power the force of 
combination and unity ; but even if all umted, organized, 
and exerted, has it not now to oppole a power nearly 
equal to itfelf in ahand that has all the means of holliliy 
prepared, and all the refources of aftion in full aftivity ? 
But it is faid that, though the government is in the = 
of a revenue of twenty three millions a year, it has nott 
expenditure of that fum, and that its influence ought nox to 
be calculated from what it receives, but what # has to pay 
away. 

I fubmit, however, tothe good fenfe and to the perfon- 
al experience of gentlemen who hear me, if it be not a man- 
ifeft truth that influence depends almoft as much upon what 
they have to pay ; whether it does not proceed as much from 
the fubmiflion of the dependant who has a debt to pay, as on 
the gratitude of the perfon whofe attachment they reward ? 

f if this be true, in the influence which individuals de- 
rive from the rentals of their eftate, and from the expendi- 
ture of that rental, how much more fo is it ue of govern- 
ment, who,both in the receipt and expenditure of this enos- 
mous revenue, are actuated by one invariable principle, 
that of extending or withholding favor in exact proportion, 
to the fubmiffion or refffiance to their meafures which the 
individuals make? Compare this revenue then withthat a- 
gainft which our anceftors were fo anxious to protett us, 
and compare this revenue with all the bulwarks of our con- 
flitution in preceding times, and you mutt acknowledge 
that, though thefe bulwarks were Oufficientt0 procect us in 
the days of king William and qneen Anne, they are not 
equal to the enemy we have now to refift. But it is faid 
what will this reform do forus ? willit bea talifman fyf- 
cient to retrieve allthe misfortunes which we have incurred? 
I am free to fay, that it would not be fufficient, unlefs it 
led to reforms of fubftantial expenfe, to reform of all the a- 
bufes that have crept into our government. But at the fame 
time I think it would give us the chance, as I faid before, 
of recovery. It would give us in the fiat place, a pariia- 
ment vigilantand fcrupulous, and that would enfure to us 


a government aftive 2nd eromegnieal. Te would prepare 
the way for every rational improvement, of which, without 


difturbing the parts, our Conftitution is fufcepuble. It 
would do more}; it would open the way for exertions in- 
finitely more extenfive than all that we have hitherto made.”

oo Treaty of Pilnitz, which precipitated almoft eve- 
ry power in Europe into a war with France, had for 
its objeét the prevention of a French Revolution in order 
to fupport monarchy, and effeét the partition of the French 
territories, to annihilate the enormous influence of this nati- 
on over the powers of Europe ever fince the famous treaty 
of Weltphalia.—The triple alliance now concluded be- 
tween England, Ruffia and Auftria, is but a renewal of 
the Pilnitz compaét, and has the fame objeftin view. The 
ruin of France and the downfall of liberty is the watch- 
word among all tyrants; but they have different ideas of 
accomplifhing this, 

Ever iunce Ruflia has affumed the form of a regular 
monarchy, and looked beyond her own frontier, her am- 
bition has extended her views to the fouthern countries 
of Europe, Turkey, and Perfia : Peter the great, founder 
of this empire, even grafped at Kamfchatka, and China ; 
not to mention Greece, Poland, Finland, &c. &c. befides 
the foolifh projett of a marine. Every fcheme of this 
tyrant, shehere how to make himfelf obey’d (but had no 
reflection) tended to the mifery of his fubje&ts ; and his 
fucceffors have trod in bis Reps, making many wars witha 
view to extend their commerce and navigation through 
round and Europe. 

Catharine, who came to the throne by the moft infamous 
tneans, adopted Peter’s fyflems at firft no farther than juft 
to dazzle the underftandings of the Ruflians, the ftupid po- 
liticians of the carpenter of Sardam. The fuccefs atten- 
ding her firft attempts confirmed her views, which were 
gratified in procuring the t of Poland for one of her 
favourites. Poland thus became a mere tool to Ruffian 
ambition, and to forward her views upon Turkey ; and 
being generally fuccefsful, the faw noobftacle inthe way 
of her defigns, except the jealoufy of the other European 

owers. 

Prufia and Auffria, tired of the Ruffian influence in 
Poland, fearing its pre ce in the North, and fui 
petting the real defigns of the emprefs, began to think of 
counteracting them oe the — Catherine pom cheir

en, were obliged to concede to Ruffia the right of navi 
ting in their feas; and hardly was the treay cahictuded 
when the Mufcovites took poffellion of the Crimea, to en- 
large their coafts and efpecially to be poifeffed ofa port, fit 
for building, arming and receiving veffels of war which 
might conflituie a fleet feperior to the Turkith. 
' The court of Peterfburg, on the contrary, turned its 
views towards the Mediterranean, and endeavoured to 
tainper with Venice to get poffeilion of Candia and the 
Morea ; which icheme failed, Then they attempted 
Malta, where their defigns were counteraticd by tie in- 
trigues of France. A -propofition was even made io Eng- 
land to purchafe from them Minorca and Port. Mahon—~ 
All thefe projeéis, however, ended inthe rotiing of a par- 
cel of Ruthan fhips in the part of ogo It began 
then to be fuppofed the had abandoned all thoughts of ihe 
Mediterranean, as well as of the Black fa, whoge her 
cominerce was carried on only by flaves. Fx 

But Cazharine was not difcowraged : her fruitlefs at- 
tempts in the Turkiih and Mediterranean fers were “to her 
amouve for adopting a new plan, that might enable the 
Ruffian fleer io act at a fhorter diftance from Peterfbure 
and to be a check on the French, whom hex fhips had mee 
every where on the Mediterrancan, and where they had 
become very powerful, and the more dangerous to her de- 
figns, efpecially after the declaration of Amezican [ade~ 

endence. 

The Baltic fea now became the theatre of her operati« 
ons, in conduéting which fhe affociated herfelf with Jofeph 
the 2d. This philofophical as weil as politic monarch 
became neceflary to her defigns by his quixotic rage for 
maritime commerce and his connexi ons with the court of 
Verfailles. ‘The Emperor made no difclofure to France, 


| nor the Emprefsto the king of Prutlia, of the articles of 


a treaty, which, like the triple alliance that has now taken 
place, then threatened the peace of Europe under the pre- 
tence of fetthng a family compact. Immediately after his 
new cennexion with Ruflia, the Emperor threatened the 
Turks and obliged themto haften the {urrender of the Cri- 
mea and of the Cuban to Ruffia; and obtained for himfelf, 
by way of accommodation, feveral diftritts in Moldaviz ' 
and Wallachia ; the navigation of the Danube into the’ Ot- 
teman territories ; that of the black fea; as wel as that of 
the Bofphorus and Hellespont into the Mediterranean, 
Thefe fuccefsful preliminaries could not otherwife than 
completely aitach Jofeph to the interefted views of Cathae 
rine ; and he really betieved that a durable and {olid allie 
ance was eftablifhed bsiween them, The Emprefs thaughe 
pr ty declare herfelf foverei of the two Tartaries, 
Cuban, and the Crimea, with the pompous flyle' of 
Emprefs and Autocratrix of Tauris. Jofeph was not fae 
ished with re-echoing thefe vain titles of his ally through 
Europe ; but went in perfon as far as the Black Sea to offer 
his homage and fidelity, and to form a treaty of marriage 
between his nephew, then reigning, and t incefs of 
Winemberg, filter of the grand duichefs of Rufia.-This 
interview, at Chetfon, and the accompanying circumftan- 
ces, er the eyes of the reft of Europe upon the vaft 
projects of the two imperial courts. Germany and Italy 
faw themfelves in as much danger as T urkey. In other 
umes the Great Frederick of Pruflia, with his numerous 
well difciplined arazies, would have checked fuch views ; 
for his policy never was to lofe fight of the proceedings of 
his ambitious neighbours ; as was inflanced in the pretene 
fions of Auftria on Bavaria. 
Since his death, the court of Berlin, enlightened b 
Ruffian intrigue, having no fixed fyflem in view, ftill ad- 
ded to the fears of the reft of Europe. The interefts of 
England were oppofed to thofe of Ruffia, but the Britifh 
minilter took great care not to break with Ruffia. In co. 
vering his own ambition, he hoped to become a party in alk 
the combinations on the continent, and thereby defcat the 
fleps already taken, tho’ feeble, by che tourt of Verfailles. 
Belides, the new maritime plan of the emprefs gave him 
no alarm ; he made no account in the naval fyftem, of the 
Black fea, the White fea, or the feaof Archangel. He 
faw that the naval power of Ruffia muft in the nature of. 
things be always confined to thie gulph of Finland, that 
miferable ditch where a fleet is frozen up fix months in the 
year, and during the fix others can only appear in the Bal. 
tic, where Sweden and Denmark are equally claimants, and 
fovereigns, and when united, under an idea of common 
danger, are {trong enough to check all enterprizes from the 
Northof Afia. He faw, befides, if the Mufcovy fleet 
was to. go out of their own fea, they would be obliged to 
winter in foreign ports, at a great diftance from home, and 
that in fuch cafe a Ruffian fleet would depend lefs upcn 
Ruflia for ii than the nations where they fought an 
afylum.-—The court of Peterfburgh itfelf was fenfible of 
ail thefe obftacles ; and it was in a great meafure to fea 
cure the paflage of the found, that it was conftantly med- 
dling withthe concerns of Stockholm and Copenhagen ; 
as well as to find convenient to lay upthe fleet in ~
